DISLOYAL SIKHS BALKED 


Native Loyalty Too Much For /Re 
turned Revolutionaries 


Returning from the Vicéroyship 
Lerd Hardinge had something to say 
of the aftermath of Cannda’s troubles 
with certain Hindoos, We narrated 
that in the winter of 1914-15 about 
7,000 Sikhs returned to Tadia from 
the western part of the United States 
and Canada. They were imbued with 
revolutionary Ideas and were doubt: 
less under the {impression that the 
whole country was ready to rise. 
They made their way up country and 
arrived in the Punjab. They coimmit- 
ted all sorts of excesses, not stopping 
at murder. This was in February, 
1916,_ | 

Not only did they fail to subvert the 
population, byt when the Government 
took in hand the task of suppressing 
disorders and hunting down the per 
petrators, it was invarlably assisted 
by Sikh peasants, who, in numberless 
cases, themgelves seized and handed 
over the guilty parties to the authort- 
tles in the Punjab, These returned 
Sikhs were undoubtedly parties to a 
conspiracy which had for its object 
to cause a general rising and seize 
{n the first instance, Ferozepore Ar- 
senal, It was through the unfailing 
loyalty of the native population to 
the British Rajah that the conspiracy 
eame to nought.

The death of William Brown, of 
Queenstown, Alberta, who passed 
away on Sunday at the Medicine Hat 
General Hospital, in the 84th year of 
his age, marks the passing of another 
Pioneer Alberta rancher, He was a 
native of Arbuthnot, Scotland, and 
prior to coming to Cunada, he was 
for years the factor of the estate of 
the late Duchess of Rothes in Fife- 
shire. He took up land at Queens- 
town in 1889, being one of the earliest 
settlers in a district, where as the 
veers passed he made the name of the 

. O. brand widely known and, with 
his wife, established a home which 
speedily became headquarters for hos- 
pitality amongst the ranchers for 
miles around, He wag noted for his 
generosity in this respect and per- 
sonally was an example to the whole 
district in everything a man should 
be in a pioneer country. The expres- 
sion, “Haste ye back!" with which 
he speeded each and every parting 
guest upon the way, will long be re- 
membered amongst his friends The 
home was generally acknowledged to 
be the social and moral centre in an 
area extending for hundreds of miles 
in the ranching country, “Slick Up” 
lake, ten miles away, was so chris- 
tened in the early days, through the 
fact that at this point the cow men 
invariably paused to cleanse them- 
selves before riding up to the Brown 
domicile. The original house is still 
standing: though vastly enlarged as 
time passed, and frequently as many 
as a hundred and fifty guests have 
been accommodated on a fete day. 

Many years ago, the deceused was 
christened White Chief by the Black- 
feet, while upon his estimable better 
half the name of Good Angel was 
bestowed, 

In the ranching business, Mr. Brown 
developed into an expert cow Man and 
attained a great siccess, doing equally 
well, later on, when he turned his 
attention to farming, 

He is survived by a widow and the 
following children; Mrs, Jesse Bishop, 
Medicine Hat; Willfam and David, of 
Queenstown; Mrs. Jack Wilson, of 
Drumheller and Calgary; Austin, of 
Queenstown, who served overseas; 
Mrs, Charlie Mille, of Gleichen and 
Piapot; Mrs. Chester Hodgkin, of the 
Foothills, and Miss Susan, who resides 
at home. ‘The entire family, ,including 
the grand-children, were in attendance 
at the funeral, which was conducted 
by Rey, J. W. Morrow, the pall bearers 
being O. G. Colquhoun, of Queens- 
town; O. H. O’Tott, Majorville; P. 
Brown, Queenstown; W. Mallett, 
Queenstown; David Osler, Majoryille, 
and Edward Synge, Lake McGregor. 

Amongst those who were in attend- 
ance to pay their Jast respects at the 
obsequies were Mr, and Mrs, William
